Beyond Blocking Sidewalks 


Scooter companies claim their devices reduce S.F.'s dependency on cars — but that doesn't mean they're clean and green.

It’s been more than six weeks 
since San Francisco demanded that three 
scooter companies — Lime, Bird, and 
Spin — pull their hundreds of unper- 
mitted vehicles off city sidewalks and 
apply for operating permission from the 
SFMTA. Since then, more than a dozen 
companies sent in their requests for the 
1,250 scooter spots, making their case 
in PDFs spanning anywhere from 24 to 
117 pages. 

Investors, CEOs, and scooter en- 
thusiasts wait with bated breath to see 
if the SFMTA will select Bird, Hopr, 
Jump, Lime, Lyft, ofo, Razor, Ridecell, 
Scoot, Spin, UScooter, or Skip — ora 
combination of several — for its pilot 
program, but the city is in no rush to 
make a decision. 

Nevertheless, the situation isn’t on 
pause; the applications, and what they 
contain, raise questions not just about 
scooters on sidewalks (the most com- 
mon complaint), but about their envi- 
ronmental impact, management, and 
effects on San Francisco's gig economy. 

Leading the charge against the ram- 
page of the rogue motorized scooters is 
Supervisor Aaron Peskin, who drafted 
a vital piece of legislation limiting 
scooter companies’ movements, and 
who has not minced words regarding 
his distaste for the “act first, ask for 
permission later” attitude. 

“It’s clear that many of these compa- 
nies continue to build their corporate 
empires off of a basic premise: Making 
massive profit always trumps protect- 
ing the public, and innovation is only 
possible by cutting corners,” Peskin 
said during a Land Use and Transpor- 
tation Committee meeting in April. 
“Our laws, the very foundation of our 
democracy, are here to be scoffed at, 
and San Francisco is only here to quite 
literally — pun intended — be given 
the bird by tech CEOs who jump from 
one company to the next after they 
overstay their welcome.” 

It’s a great quote, and if you’ve 
been following the behavior of scooter 
companies, not entirely inaccurate. 
But what he followed it with stood out 
to us. 

“T have yet to see any of them do one 
thing to actually address our massive 
transportation infrastructure and op- 
erations deficit, nor take on the auto- 
mobile industry. In fact, some of those 
companies are even being financed by 
companies like Uber,” Peskin said. 

The claim that scooters reduce the 
public’s dependence on cars is a dubi- 
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ous one, yet to be backed up by data, 
but scooter companies use it all the 
time. 

“This is a huge opportunity right 
now to have a huge impact on transpor- 
tation,” Bird Founder and CEO Travis 
VanderZanden told Fortune. “We think 
it’s the right solution to get people out 
of cars. It’s lightweight. It’s easy to use. 
It’s affordable.” 

But if environmental issues and 
congestion reduction are really at the 
core of these companies’ value system, 
then it’s worth a look at the bigger pic- 
ture of how scooters get to our streets 
— and how long they last. 

SF Weekly reached out to 13 scooter 
companies that submitted applica- 
tions to the SFMTA, to ask about the 
country of origin for their vehicles and 
their estimated lifespan. Unsurpris- 
ingly, not a single company respond- 
ed, so we were forced to do our own 
research. 

With the help of TechCrunch, we 
tracked down one model: Bird scoot- 
ers, which operated on S.F. streets 
permit-free for weeks. The company 
appears to have sourced their devices 
from Xiaomi, a Chinese company, 
which means they’re being shipped 
here in containers. The International 
Maritime Organization estimates 
container ships emit 2.2 percent of 
the world’s total CO2 emissions, an 
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amount expected to rise to nearly 35 
percent by 2050. 

The shipping of thousands of scoot- 
ers from China would be excusable 
if they had the lifespan of a bicycle; 
stand on Market Street for just five 
minutes during rush hour, and you'll 
see a dozen vintage steel-frame bikes 
from the 1980s and ’90s flying down 
the bike lanes. But scooters are not 
made to survive the wear-and-tear of 
commuters, bumpy streets, and angry 
people who throw them into the Bay. 
While some parts can be replaced, 
others break down completely after 
enough use. 

In its application, Lime claimed its 
lithium scooter batteries last only 300 
charges, making their total lifetime 
for daily use in San Francisco a few 
months. Spin contends its batteries will 
run for 750 charges, and UScooter says 
1,000. With around five rides a day es- 
timated, it’s likely the scooter batteries 
will need to be charged daily, or every 
other day, to keep running. But wheth- 
er it’s 300 or 1,000, these batteries are 
considered to be disposable. 

In a number of applications, scooter 
companies claim they already have 
battery recycling programs in place. We 
reached out to Recology to learn more 
— and learned that San Francisco does 
not currently have a processing center 
for the type of batteries scooters use.

“We understand that scooters can 
have high-capacity lithium batteries 
and that they can be challenging to 
manage because they may retain a 
charge,’ Robert Reed of Recology said, 
highlighting that the responsibility 
needs to be on the corporate entity. 
“Product manufactures are encouraged 
to engage in producer responsibility 
and make products that are environ- 
mentally responsible. Companies that 
make and sell paint, for example, set up 
programs to recycle their paint. Com- 
panies that sell printer cartridges de- 
sign them to be refilled and take them 
back. Retailers that sell car batteries 
take them back. Like paint, printer car- 
tridge, and car battery retailers, scooter 
companies are ‘commercial enterprises’ 
and can set up programs to take their 
high-capacity lithium ion batteries 
back or contract with businesses that 
specialize in recycling of these larger 
batteries.” 

But with no commercial lithium bat- 
tery recycling businesses operating in 
San Francisco, we’re once again talking 
about shipping products long distances. 

Shipping stresses aside, other op- 
erational efforts may also contradict 
scooter companies’ claims that the ve- 
hicles decrease traffic. When describing 
how scooters would be picked up for 
recharging and moved around the city, 
most applicants mentioned the use of 





cars and vans, which would be driven 
around at night to collect the vehicles. 
With 1,250 scooters expected in the 
first pilot program round, and an even- 
tual 2,500 overall, this will no doubt be 
a large task, particularly if the plan is 
— as Skip suggests — to pick up every 
scooter that needs charging or repairs 
each night starting at 6 p.m., and then 
redistribute them by 6 a.m. the next 
morning. 

Some applicants pledge that they 
would only use electric bicycles and 
cars for this task, but accountability 
might be murky. If the people picking 
them up are badly paid contract work- 
ers, they'll most likely use whatever 
vehicle they have on hand. 

Electric or not, dozens of drivers 
dashing all over town every night to 
collect dead scooters won't exactly 
help reduce the city’s traffic congestion 
issue. 

In the end, after reviewing hundreds 
of pages of applications, it seems ob- 
vious that San Francisco is faced with 
a great opportunity to dictate how its 
streets are used. It’s not that scooters 
in themselves are bad, but many of the 
strategies around them are. The appli- 
cations themselves are vital sources of 
information, and if read with a critical 
eye, they disclose a slew of issues the 
city can prevent if it acts fast. Instead 
of simply choosing the best option 
— which is in our opinions undoubt- 
edly Scoot, with the best low-income 
user plan, a multilingual platform, the 
longest-lasting battery, and the best 
redistribution strategy — the SFMTA 
could create a new set of high-quality 
guidelines based off what companies 
have already proposed. It would mark 
the beginning of an important transi- 
tion, in which the city creates visionary 
policies preemptively — not just pas- 
sively as reactions — and demands that 
tech companies create products and 
strategies that may not exist yet. 

Because in the end, as we've already 
learned with scooters, Lyft, and Uber, 
it’s much, much harder to control com- 
panies once they’ve already deployed 
their devices on San Francisco streets. 
Once permits are issued, it’s immense- 
ly difficult to revoke them. With a de- 
cision on scooter applicants expected 
to be announced before the end of the 
month, we'll see if the SFMTA has the 
courage to raise the bar.

San Francisco is on its way to 
banning plastic straws and other sin- 
gle-use plastics, the kind denounced for 
polluting city streets and waterways. 

On Monday, the Land Use and 
Transportation Committee approved a 
ban on the sale, use, and distribution 
of plastic straws and related food ac- 
cessories, beginning January 2019. The 
legislation brought forward by Supervi- 
sor Katy Tang also created restrictions 
on events held on city grounds, such as 
Outside Lands, and banned a chemical 
that often lines foodware. 

“This is about reducing the need for 
something that’s just not necessary,” 
Supervisor Ahsha Safai said during the 
meeting, adding a caveat for people 
with disabilities. “It’s legislation like 
this that changes the industry, chang- 
es behavior.” 

San Francisco joins Berkeley, Se- 
attle, and San Luis Obispo — as well 
as the entire United Kingdom — in 
proposing or implementing a ban on 
small plastics. About 67 percent of city 
trash comes from single-use foodware 
items, and one million straws are used 
in San Francisco every day, according 
to Department of the Environment 
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Director Debbie Raphael. 

The city already has a similar ban 
on non-compostable or recyclable sin- 
gle-use foodware, such as ones made 
of polystyrene foam (aka Styrofoam), 
and a well-known requirement to 
charge 10 cents for plastic bags. Under 
the new amendment, straws, stirrers, 
splash sticks that plug coffee lid holes, 
cocktail sticks, and toothpicks made 
out of plastic — including compostable 
or plant-based plastic — would be add- 
ed to the list, starting in July 2019. 

By January 2020, events on city 
grounds with more than 100 people 
would be required to have at least 10 
percent of attendees use reusable cups. 
A ban on foodware items with fluorinat- 
ed chemicals, which are associated with 
higher risks of cancer and other adverse 
health effects, will also kick in at the 
later deadline, as will the Department 
of the Environment's ability to regulate 
the inclusion of post-consumer recycled 
products in city contracts. 

In the global movement to eliminate 
plastic straws, people with disabilities 
and their advocates have asked for more 
consideration. Some may rely on straws 
that are both durable and flexible if 
they have mobility impairment, such 
as a joint condition. The San Francisco 
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proposal allows straws to be provided 
upon request at shops, restaurants, and 
hospitals. 

It also puts a foot down on com- 
postable straws, because they’re not 
easily identified as such and often get 
diverted to recycling out of caution, 
where they join plastic straws in falling 
through the cracks of machines and 
onto landfill — or blowing into the 
ocean, where Raphael says it’s too cold 
for them to biodegrade. Creative alter- 
natives include reusable straws made of 
bamboo, metal, or glass; paper straws; 
pasta or bamboo stirrers; and strawless 
lids (a la Starbucks’ new initiative). 

Supervisors Safai, Tang, and Aaron 
Peskin joined environmental advo- 
cates in support of the ban before the 
meeting, as did most of the public 
commenters who cited the environ- 
mental impact and negative health 
effects that comes with the straws. 

“We can’t keep living a disposable 
lifestyle,” said Steven Raspa, a produc- 
er for Burning Man who spoke at the 
press conference. “The real enemy is 
our own thinking of how we can throw 
something away and someone else will 
deal with it.” 

A few commenters cited concerns. 
One woman sought a provision for

cash-strapped nonprofits, and San 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce 
Senior Vice President of Public Policy 
Jim Lazarus asked for clarification on 
packaged products that already come 
with plastic straws, such as juice box- 
es. Tang moved to add a provision to 
address it. 

After all the talk of breaking hab- 
its and needing a culture change, 
co-sponsor Jane Kim sheepishly 
admitted that she’d thrown away her 
Boba Guys straw during Raphael’s 
presentation, and that she’s always 
looking at ways to reduce her own 
consumption. The full Board of Su- 
pervisors will vote on the amendment 
by the end of the month, according 
to Tang’s office. With no reservations 
expressed by remaining supervisors, 
it appears likely that the ban will pass 
when, according to Tang’s office, the 
full Board of Supervisors puts it up to 
a vote by the end of the month. 

“It’s not just about substitute, it’s 
really about reduce,” Raphael said. 
“The dominoes are falling all over the 
world.”

Kimmy Gibbler, city officials on 
Tuesday banned commercial buses 
from the busy block home to the 
Tanner family’s iconic Victorian. 

Whereas Alamo Square’s 
Painted Ladies are a standalone 
tourist destination, the Full 
House house at 1709 Broder- 
ick St. is a pit stop for tourist 
buses surrounded by everyday 
residents, two major medical 
centers, and the neighborhood’s 
commercial corridor, Divisadero 
Street. 

So on Tuesday, the San Fran- 
cisco Municipal Transportation 
Agency Board of Directors voted 
to ban commercial vehicles that 
can hold nine or more passen- 
gers from rolling through Brod- 
erick Street between Pine and 
Bush streets, the Examiner re- 
ports. In 2014, the city enacted 
a similar ban for Alamo Square. 

Neighbors will no longer 
have the tour buses disrupting 
their daily lives, but Uber and 
Lyft are also a common mode 
of transportation for visitors to 
arrive in crowds. However, San 
Francisco residents who aren't 
thinking of Dave Coulier also 
use rideshare services and may 
just be passing through or going 
home to the neighborhood. 

SFMTA indicated that, in 
the future, it could install speed 
bumps, implement data-shar- 
ing with rideshare companies, 
or even work with the City 
Attorney’s Office to work out 
how legal it is for the house 
to be a tourist attraction. For 
now at least, clunky tour buses 
on a singular city block won't 
mistake neighbors saying “How 
rude!” in their best Stephanie 
Tanner voice. IM

Board of Supes 
President Wants 
To Leave Some 
Green Behind 


Before District 10 Supervisor — 
and current President of the Board of Su- 
pervisors — Malia Cohen finishes her 
final term on San Francisco's Board of Su- 
pervisors at the end of the year, she 
hopes to buttress her legacy as the 
board’s most active member when it 
comes to local cannabis policy. 

Cohen has already cemented her 
reputation as someone willing to en- 
gage with growers, dispensary opera- 
tors, and other players in the industry. 
In 2016, she co-sponsored the creation 
of San Francisco’s Office of Cannabis, 
and has remained involved in support- 
ing the city’s equity program, which 
ensures minority communities have 
opportunities to receive the highly cov- 
eted permits required to operate in the 
legalized cannabis market. 


Now Cohen has a different facet of 
the industry in mind as she closes out 
her tenure on the board: taxes. 

“Tm not trying to shove a tax down 
people’s throats,” Cohen tells SF Week- 
ly. “I understand that there is a constit- 
uency that is just automatically against 
a tax. But as a legislator, I think that’s 
an unrealistic position.” 

Taxes are already a contentious sub- 
ject for California’s marijuana industry. 
At present, state taxes are levied (and 
compounded) at all stops in the supply 
chain, from growers to cultivation to 
distribution to dispensaries — with 


the end-user ultimately footing the bill. 


Dispensaries have expressed concern 
that potential customers will simply 
revert to obtaining cannabis through 
unregulated channels rather than pay 
the steep taxes currently in place. On 
top of that, there is still the matter of 
San Francisco’s take in 
the proceedings. 

As proposed, Cohen's 
tax measure would im- 
pose a one-percent tax 
on gross receipts (all of 
a business’s revenue in a 
given period) starting in 
2020. The following year, 
that would increase to | 
a rate between one and | 
five percent, based on 
the category of the busi- 


San Francisco's Premier Recreational 
and Medical Cannabis Dispensary 
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ness in question. The first $500,000 
of a business’s gross receipts would be 
exempt, as would testing facilities and 
medical cannabis. 

Beyond the details of the tax rate 
itself, Cohen is also eager to estab- 
lish where the revenue her measure, 
if passed, will be allocated. She lists 
workforce development, an entrepre- 
neurial opportunity fund, and general 
education — subsidizing City College, 
say — at the top of her list. 

On July 13, the Board of Supervi- 
sors Budget and Finance Subcommit- 
tee unanimously moved to continue 
Cohen’s measure to its next meeting 
on July 19. As she shepherds her legis- 
lation to the November ballot, Cohen 
shares some hopes and concerns she 
has for the board and its future work 
with the cannabis industry. 

For one, she’s wary of District 2 
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Supervisor Sandra Lee Fewer’s recent 
efforts to establish a cannabis commis- 
sion to oversee the Office of Cannabis. 

“T would hope to inspire Sandy Few- 
er to maybe relax a little bit on her po- 
sition for a commission,’ Cohen says. 
“T think some of the concerns that she 
seeks to mitigate could be addressed 
to be some of our already existing reg- 
ulatory infrastructure, specifically the 
Planning Commission.” 

She also believes the board should 
treat the cannabis market as they do 
any other. 

“One of the things that I want to get 
away from is needling a specific indus- 
try,’ she says. “I think we need to have 
a universal approach in how we autho- 
rize people in doing their business in 
San Francisco. I think it’s a disservice, 
and further exacerbates people’s con- 

cerns, by picking on the 
cannabis industry just 
because we can. At this 
point, I’m not in favor of 
a commission.” 

Cohen points to sever- 
al other cannabis-related 
issues she hopes to work 
on before her tenure is 
complete at the end of 
2018, including matters 
of land-use, the protec- 
tion of compassionate 

care programs, and a dire

need for general education on cannabis 
— for the general populace and for her 
fellow supervisors. 

“We have a growing majority of peo- 
ple that are learning and enlightening 
themselves and becoming more famil- 
iar and more comfortable with canna- 
bis,” she says. “One of the things that I 
always say is that we need to steer away 
from legislating from a place of fear, 
because I don’t think it creates the best 
legislation.” 

To that end, Cohen is willing to 
remain an ally for the board once she’s 
left. She is currently running for a seat 
on the State Board of Equalization, but 
offers herself as a resource and an ally 
to her fellow — and future — super- 
visors. 

“Tl probably try to position myself 
to be more like a godmother,” Cohen 
laughs. “Ill have just graduated from 
the Board of Supervisors, but I'll still 
be in the space, still live in the city, still 
be a woman of color, and still be very 
connected to these challenges. By that 
time, I will have carried a measure, 
hopefully it will have passed, and it will 
have industry support. I really want to 
be more of a coalition-builder.”

EMPLOYER RETALIATION 
IS UNLAWFUL WHEN 
REQUESTING PAID 


SICK LEAVE 


By Chris Dolan 


This week’s question comes from 
Kathy in San Francisco, who writes: 


: ‘T started working part-time for 
Q: small tech startup in San Fran- 
cisco in February. Last Wednesday, 
my 5-year-old son came down with the 
stomach flu, so I e-mailed my supervisor 
that evening that that I would not be 
working my shifts Thursday and possi- 
bly Friday to take care of my sick child. 
When I returned to work on Monday, my 
supervisor told me that I should not be 
taking “so much’ time off. I was confused 
by his statement, because I have not tak- 
en any sick days since starting this job 
and just assumed that I had some avail- 
able. I checked my pay stub to confirm 
how much paid sick leave I have accrued, 
but it did not have that information. I 
have my six-month performance review 
coming up. Should I be worried that tak- 
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ing a couple of days off to take care of my 
sick child will affect it? 


: Thank you for your question, 
Kathy. Iam sorry to hear about 

your son. I hope he is feeling better. 
In 2007, San Francisco enacted a paid 
sick leave ordinance. Since then, Cali- 
fornia has made paid sick leave a legal 
requirement statewide. 

Last year, San Francisco voters 
passed Proposition E, amending 
the San Francisco Paid Sick Leave 
Ordinance (PSLO) to expand certain 
provisions to parallel the California 
Healthy Workplaces Healthy Family 
Act. These updates went into effect 
Jan. 1, 2017. Another common type 
of leave taken pertains to the Califor- 
nia Family Rights Act (CFRA), which 
is the California equivalent version of 
the federal Family Medical Leave Act. 

As discussed in a previous article, 
“qualified workers” may take up to 12

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weeks of unpaid leave for their own 
medical condition or the serious med- 
ical condition of a parent, spouse, 
domestic partner or child. However, 
the CFRA does not cover companies 
with 50 or less employees. In order to 
qualify, the employee must be with 
the company for at least 12 months 
and work at least 1,260 hours within 
the past 12 months. It does not ap- 
pear that you are covered under the 
CFRA, since you started working at 
your company in February. 

In any event, the PSLO provides 
coverage for all employees — even 
if you are part-time or temporary — 
regardless of the size of the employer, 
so long as you work in San Francisco 
at least two hours a week. There are 
two exceptions to the PSLO: 


1. Employees who are covered by 
a collective bargaining agreement 
through their union if the union has 
agreed to waive the requirement. 


2. Employers who already have a 
paid time off policy, in which em- 
ployees can take paid leave for at 
least as many hours as the ordinance 
requires. 


Employees accrue one hour of 
sick leave for every 30 hours worked. 
If your employer has 10 or more em- 
ployees, you can accumulate up to nine 


work days (72 hours) of paid sick 
leave. If your employer has fewer 
than 10 employees, the maximum 
amount of paid sick time is five 
work days (40 hours). Under the 
new PSLO, employees start accru- 
ing sick leave on the first day of 
employment. You should have ac- 
crued paid sick leave since starting 
your part-time job in February, and 
the amount of paid sick leave avail- 
able to you should have been listed 
on your paycheck or wage statement. 

An employee may use paid sick 
leave to miss work not only for his 
or her own illness, injury or medical 
appointment for treatment or a check- 
up, but also to care for a parent, legal 
guardian, sibling, child, spouse, regis- 
tered domestic partner or grandpar- 
ent. Children and parents under this 
law include step, adopted and foster 
children and parents. If the employee 
does not have a spouse or registered 
domestic partner, he or she can also 
designate one additional person 
whose care requires you to use your 
sick leave. 

An employee must provide their 
employer with “reasonable” notice 
regarding taking paid sick leave. For 
example, an employee cannot ask to 
take paid sick leave on the same day 
for a medical appointment scheduled 
weeks ahead of time. Here, your child 
was unexpectedly sick, and you noti- 





fied your supervisor reasonably soon 
after you were aware and well before 
your next shift. 

The law specifically provides that 
if you accumulate paid sick leave 
and take it for a valid reason, your 
employer cannot retaliate against 
you for doing so. Your performance 
review should not be affected for as- 
serting your rights to sick leave under 
the law, because your employer can- 
not count your paid sick leave as an 
absence toward getting disciplined, 
demoted, suspended or terminated. 
If your employer retaliates against 
you for requesting or using a paid sick 
day, you can file a complaint with the 
California Labor Commissioner’s office 
or consult with a trial attorney to pro- 
tect your rights.

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You think America is falling apart now? Wait until it actually does.

The San Andreas Fault is the 
best-studied seismological feature on the 
planet, but immediately to our geological 
north is the Cascadia Subduction Zone, a 
comparatively enigmatic tectonic bound- 
ary. In the 2015 article for the New 
Yorker that won her a Pulitzer Prize, 
Kathryn Schulz examined the history of 
that quake-prone coastal region, which 
extends from just south of Eureka, Calif., 
through the middle of Vancouver Island. 
It's a time bomb, capable of unleashing 
earthquakes vastly more powerful than 
the San Andreas can, and it’s overdue for 
the next one. 

The next one will be a big one — 
with a one-in-three chance in the next 
50 years of a Very Big One, as the 
article’s title states. It’s happened be- 
fore, more or less at regular intervals. 
Through indigenous oral histories, 
dendrochronology — the study of tree 
rings — and Japanese tsunami re- 
cords, scientists determined with eerie 
specificity that at 9 p.m. on Jan. 27, 
1700, the Cascadian system lurched so 
violently that whole First Nations vil- 
lages vanished into the ocean. Tension 
between the Juan de Fuca plate and 
the North American plate has been 
accumulating ever since. When it gives, 
as it someday must, the resulting mag- 
nitude 9.2 earthquake and its accom- 
panying 60-foot tsunami will obliterate 
virtually everything along the coast 
of the Pacific Northwest, devastating 
Vancouver, Seattle, and Portland, and 
causing damage as far as Sacramento. 
Beyond the substantial loss of life, re- 
covery will take decades. It will be the 


biggest and most expensive disaster in 
U.S. history. 

Like earthquakes, recessions are 
cyclical events whose certainty is 
known but whose prediction remains 
an inaccurate science. The severity of 
the last one, now nearly a decade be- 
hind us, contributed to the rise of the 
Tea Party and the more fitful Occupy 
movements, fundamentally reshaping 
the political landscape. A rising tide 
is said to lift all boats, but the long, 
slow recovery sent some to the muck 
at the bottom of the marina. And 
considering the reeling dysfunction of 
summer 2018, the next recession could 
be worse. 


These are the good times. 

In all the frenzy about the country 
buckling apart, its craven leaders un- 
willing or unable to confront the crises 
at hand, it’s hard to remember that 
the U.S. is currently enjoying a growth 
streak nearly without equal. Since the 
nadir of the 2007-09 Great Recession, 
we ve added 15 million jobs and wages 
are rising (albeit slowly, and often 
because progressive cities and states 
force them to). Politically, the situa- 
tion is dire, but economically, it’s been 
much worse. 

Most people think of a recession 
as synonymous with what used to be 
called hard times. Technically, a reces- 
sion is an academic term that refers to 
two consecutive quarters in which the 
U.S. economy shrinks, but even this 
can be unclear. For example, the mild 
recession of the early 2000s, which 
nominally lasted from roughly March 
through November 2001, effectively 


began a year earlier when the first tech 
bubble burst. Although the overall 
economy weathered the post-9/11 
stock panic well, a full recovery didn’t 
occur until early 2003. 

But the statistics can mask under- 
lying truths. The regional economies 
of San Jose and Houston have grown 
tremendously during this still-young 
century, but no amount of urban farm- 
ing or civic engagement by Quicken 
Loans can hide the precipitous decline 
of Detroit, or the near-invisible deteri- 
oration of smaller Rust Belt cities like 
Galesburg, IIl., and Elkhart, Ind. The 
“biggest fuck-you in human history,” as 
Michael Moore characterized Middle 
America’s embrace of Donald Trump, 
largely came from regions of the coun- 
try where stagnation set in decades 
ago and never really went away. 

Pundits have quibbled ever 
since over whether those proverbial 
white-working class voters pushed 
Trump over the finish line, or if that’s 
largely the romanticized creation of a 
cloistered media overcompensating to 
save its own hide from further embar- 
rassment (and still failing). The polit- 
ical axiom that wealthier people vote 
Republican and working-class people 
vote Democrat still broadly holds, but 
perhaps what these competing analy- 
ses largely fail to account for is an un- 
quantifiable element of human nature: 
Our bodies are finely attuned not to 
arithmetic but to calculus. 

That is to say, most people don't 
respond much to data points about 
how things are. Rather, our guts in- 
stinctively recalculate changes in the 
rate of change: Am I doing better than 
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that person over there? Are the people 
I grew up with and who talk like me 
worse off than they used to be? When 
we say inequality is widening, we don’t 
just mean that the rich are doing bet- 
ter and the poor worse; it’s that people 
can measure the acceleration of the 
haves’ collective ascent into the eco- 
nomic stratosphere against their own 
glum station in life. Toss in the mutu- 
ally reinforcing set of factors that have 
brought America to its current state of 
disunity — uneven economic growth, 
demographic changes, culturally 
bifurcated media consumption, and 
distortion-magnifying social media use 
— and, indeed, you have two countries 
in one, living in and responding to very 
different realities. 

Again, these are the good times, a 
crazy-sounding statement supported 
by innumerable anecdotal and statis- 
tical data. June was the 81st month of 
employment gains in a row, a record. 
Although it pains progressives to 
confront the facts for fear of giving 
the president one iota of credit, un- 
employment — particularly for people 
of color — is at or near historic lows. 
(Of course, it would be more accurate 
to say that Trump inherited positive 
trendlines and a strong bull market 
from his predecessor, and more accu- 
rate still to note that presidents have 
little direct control over either labor 
participation rates or the intraday high 
of the NASDAQ.) 

For all the talk of decline, the $19 
trillion U.S. economy remains a jugger- 
naut that represents just under one- 
third of all human economic activity. 
If it were a country, California would 
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{he Horrors of the Recession to Come 


be the world’s fifth biggest econo- 
my — a factoid every booster in the 
hashtag-resistance with secessionist 
fantasies can recite by heart — and the 
Bay Area alone would be no. 19, ahead 
of Switzerland. With its 7.8 million 
residents, the nine-county region’s 
$748 billion economy is growing at 
twice the national average and rep- 
resents nearly half the G.D.P. of our 
newly sworn enemy, Russia, which is 
home to some 145 million people. 

Why is it, then, that these ironclad 
truths give us so little comfort? It can't 
just be the ease with which Instagram 
influencers can buy fake followers 
or that Silicon Valley’s innovation is 
mostly solutionist bluster. It’s not 
even fear of a baking planet, a prospect 
that’s causing people to forgo having 
children. Not many of us lay awake at 
night plagued by the ominous future of 
the Sierra snowpack or the rising salin- 
ity of Kern County pistachio orchards 
— or the national debt, or the ping- 
pong-ing consequences of steel tariffs. 
We mostly worry about never being 
able to afford a one-bedroom apart- 
ment in an ugly condo with no view. 
But the housing emergency is in part a 
crisis of affluence, not of incipient pov- 
erty: Simply put, too many rich people 
want to live in California. And however 
you might feel about the gnomic Gov. 
Jerry Brown, his second stint as gover- 
nor has demonstrated impressive fiscal 
prudence. A state recently considered 
“ungovernable” can confront the next 
financial calamtity on much surer foot- 
ing than in 2007. 

But we don’t care. What worries us 
is that we know deep down that it all 
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has to come crashing down at some 
point — and like tectonic plates, we, 
too, may be overdue for a jolt. 


The next recession, when it 
comes, has the potential to be cata- 
strophic. Like reports of strange riots in 
a distant city that herald the zombie 
apocalypse, it will likely begin with whis- 
pers from people who play experts on 
TV. They will get their information from 
actual experts, people who are reluctant 
to put their thumbs on the scale, inad- 
vertently setting in motion a self-rein- 
forcing sense of panic. The recession’s 
beginning will be amorphous, truly ap- 
parent only in hindsight. 

But let’s say, six months from 
now, our nine years of job growth 
begin to slow down. Brick-and-mortar 
retail continues its long, slow death 
spiral. Iconic companies like Sears or 
Federated Department Stores file for 
bankruptcy. Hammered by Amazon, 
Walmart releases quarterly earnings 
reports that stun Wall Street with the 
breadth of their losses, and the compa- 
ny pledges to close hundreds of stores, 
mostly in small towns with few other 
prospects for employment. Tariffs in 
an ever-accelerating worldwide trade 
war decimates a few niche industries: 
craft bourbon, Florida citrus, highly 
specialized tool-and-die equipment. 

It starts to look like more than just 
background noise. As predicted, Dem- 
ocrats win a 33-seat majority in the 
House but lose two seats in the Senate, 
ensuring gridlock for the remainder of 
Trump's term. 

December’s jobs report is flat. By 
early 2019, the Fed pauses its program 
of raising interest rates. Some liberals, 
desperate for anything that will prove 
Donald Trump’s undoing, openly pine 
for a depression. Brexit negotiations 
drag on, causing an open rift in the 
European Union as right-wing popu- 
lists clamor for sealed borders. Snap 
elections in the U.K. yield a hung Par- 
liament. 

At home, signs worsen. A repeat of 
the 2010 “Flash Crash” causes confu- 
sion at the New York Stock Exchange, 
with millions of people convinced Rus- 
sia was behind it. Uber signals that it’s 
running out of cash, bringing renewed 
scrutiny to the ride-hail industry and 
revealing dubious accounting practices 


at Lyft. Seemingly overnight, a ride 
costs twice what it used to. Black-hat 
hackers penetrate Google’s defenses, 
causing a Yahoo-style data breach at 
a company thought to be invincible. 
Dozens of high-profile San Francisco 
restaurants quietly close in August. 
Bitcoin crashes, Ethereum becomes 
“the new Bitcoin” until it crashes, then 
Bitcoin spikes. Robert Mueller’s inves- 
tigation concludes with 23 indictments 
of various members of the Trump cir- 
cle. The president pardons all but five. 
Widespread outrage yields only a mild 
censure of the president by a Republi- 
can Senate and a Democrat-controlled 
House leadership skittish about over- 
playing its hand. 

Doom-and-gloom articles begin 
to appear: “Is this it?” The Economist 
asks. Style sections fawn over billion- 
aire preppers’ tricked-out bunkers 
and their New Zealand citizenship 
applications. North Korea reneges on 
its denuclearization commitments, ad- 
vancing the Doomsday Clock one min- 
ute closer to midnight. After another 
dry winter, wildfire season starts early, 
with a major conflagration destroying 
several Colorado resort towns. “Ex- 
ceptional” drought returns to a wide 
swath of California. A Category 3 hur- 
ricane strikes southwestern Louisiana, 
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devastating the petrochemical industry 
and sending oil prices higher. Q3 2019 
growth clocks in at a meager 0.3 per- 
cent, the lowest since early 2014. Q4 
growth registers at -1.2 percent, and 
the third quarter is revised down to 
-0.2 percent, which means the United 
States is officially in recession. 

Sound plausible? That’s when things 
truly go off the rails. The backdrop of 
occasional mass shootings begins to 
take on political overtones. A Minne- 
sota state senator is assassinated. The 
Oath Keepers occupy a courthouse in 
the Oklahoma Panhandle and Attorney 
General Sessions declines to intervene. 
Rising interest rates cause widespread 
defaults on student loans. The econ- 
omy sheds 270,000 jobs in January 
2020, then 440,000 in February, then 
730,000 in March. A spasm of fore- 
closures erupts. Trump calls every 
unflattering employment report “fake 
news” and blames Democrats for ev- 
erything. Mudding the water further, 
contrarians and talking heads launch 
into bullshit treatises on U3 versus U6 
employment and disquisitions on what 
really counts as a “job” in the age of the 
gig economy, anyway. 

Cleft in twain by political affiliation, 
no one can agree on basic facts, yet 
everyone is enraged and dispossessed. 
The suicide rate inches up, fertility 
plummets, and the opioid crisis deep- 
ens. Migration rates quietly diminish 
as the U.S. simply becomes less desir- 
able, although nothing persuades Fox 
News viewers. Bay Area rents fall, but 
not enough to make up for increasing 
unemployment and underemploy- 
ment, and the Anti-Eviction Mapping 
Project says the displacement crisis 
has actually worsened. Construction, 
always the canary in the coal mine for 
a recession, remains in the doldrums 
and no one’s building any housing. 
Facebook bans InfoWars, and the re- 
sulting conservative boycott causes 
the social-media giant to backtrack, 
but the damage has been done; Sil- 
icon Valley is as much a part of the 
liberal media as CNN. 

Although the dollar has been 
synonymous with global capitalism 
since 1945, the prophecy of a world 
reoriented around a more author- 
itarian, Chinese-led system slowly 
comes to pass. The Regional Compre- 
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It's not hard to imagine a 
future.in which dozens of San 
Francisco restaurants close in 
rapid succession. 





hensive Economic Partnership, Chi- 
na’s alternative to the Trans-Pacific 
Partnership, woos Russia, Turkey, 
and Indonesia. After the E.U. bloc 
enters recession, Mexico joins the 
Asian-centric partnership and Prime 
Minister Trudeau dithers about 
Canada following suit. Chatter about 
#CalExit increases, with prominent 
state legislators forced to state their 
opposition. 

Meanwhile, the national debt con- 
tinues to go up, yet cuts in military 
spending remain taboo. Renewable 
energy remains one bright spot, but 
it’s not growing fast enough to reduce 
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emissions in any meaningful way 

or put millions of people to work. A 
depleted social safety net means un- 
employment benefits are inadequate 
in keeping families in their homes, 
yet marches against the system’s 
unfairness are met with cries of “Get 
a job!” Confronting an aging popula- 
tion of its own, China opens its doors 
to waves of foreign guest workers. 
Weakened and isolated, America con- 
fronts its own limitations in a way 
Jimmy Carter’s so-called “Malaise” 
speech identified 40 years before — 
only this time, its citizens have begun 
to fight one another. 
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both sides feel equally shut out 

of an ossified political system 

incapable of responding to an 
enduring recession. 


The Three Percenters, a Second 
Amendment-obsessed paramilitary 
group, takes its name from the belief 
that only three percent of American colo- 
nists took up arms against the British 
and managed to win the Revolutionary 
War. What if a generation of right-lean- 
ing young white men, steeped in resent- 
ment politics and Pepe memes and fake 
news, and convinced they'll never attain 
a higher standard of living than their 
parents, decides they have nothing really 
left to lose? Would you even need three 
percent of them to destabilize a society 
already awash in guns? White nihilism is 
a potent force. How about 10,000 or so 
unemployable incels, persuaded their 
country has been taken away, shooting 
up movie theaters and churches and mu- 
sic festivals partly out of anomie and 
partly for the thrill of getting in every- 
one’s heads? Scattered around the coun- 
try, ideologically muddled, and only 
loosely allied, they could nonetheless 
wreak havoc. 

Americans’ tendency toward com- 
placency in the face of social ills has 
bedeviled activists for decades — if not 
forever. The mysterious non-appear- 
ance of a strong social-democratic left 
in our political system can be attribut- 
ed to many factors, but most anyone 
who’s ever gotten involved in grass- 
roots politics has met a true believer 
who’s convinced utopia could be ours, 
if people would only Wake Up. 

They do — except not to single-pay- 
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er or an infrastructure stimulus cen- 
tered on the decarbonization of the 

economy. Instead, it’s the worst-case 
scenario: a low-intensity civil war, as 
both sides feel equally shut out of an 
ossified political system incapable of 
responding to an enduring recession. 

Take this two-part thought exper- 
iment: Ruth Bader Ginsburg retires 
from the Supreme Court owing to fail- 
ing health, allowing Trump to appoint 
a third justice and cementing a hard- 
right majority practically indefinitely. 
But the dissatisfaction with Trump is 
so extreme that in November 2020, 
his Democratic opponent triumphs 
in a landslide, adding Georgia, Arizo- 
na, and Texas’ 38 electoral votes to 
Obama’s winning 2008 map. A Blue 
Texas is the liberal white whale, the ul- 
timate proof that the Permanent Dem- 
ocratic Majority that’s always one elec- 
tion away has finally arrived. But what 
if such a realignment were to occur as 
the Supreme Court was gutting every 
last achievement of the 20th century 
and ruling that the EPA’s classification 
of carbon dioxide as a pollutant consti- 
tuted governmental overreach? 

“This Nation asks for action, and 
action now,” Franklin D. Roosevelt said 
in his 1933 Inaugural Address. But any 
incoming Democratic administration 
would find its efforts stymied at every 
turn, while enraged conservatives, per- 
ceiving themselves to be locked out of 
power, begin to conclude that represen- 
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tative democracy is a farce and declare 
their open admiration for authoritarian 
capitalist regimes like Russia's. Every- 
one feels like “their” country has been 
taken from them and no amount of 
winning will ever get it back. 

This is America: at sea, adrift. De- 
mocracy was simply not meant for a 
continent-spanning polity of 330 mil- 
lion citizens after a quarter of a millen- 
nium, people conclude. It was a great 
and noble experiment, a necessary 
phase, but in the end entrenched elites 
simply grow too unaccountable and 
remote — plus Jeff Bezos’ personal for- 
tune is equal to the bottom two-thirds 
of all Americans’ wealth combined. The 
American imperial magisterium winds 
down. 

Now use this scenario as the jump- 
ing-off point for another thought 
experiment. What if some combina- 
tion of corruption, overinvestment, 
and environmental degradation cause 
something truly unthinkable: a Chinese 
recession? (In its modern era, it’s never 
had one.) What if Pyongyang nukes To- 
kyo? What if the far-right wins power 
in France and Germany? What if the 
long-rumored methane burp releases 
immense amounts of greenhouse gases 
into the atmosphere, all at once? 

Putting aside the Cascadia Subduc- 
tion Zone, what if California experienc- 
es a massive earthquake? Although the 
government opened the disaster-relief 
spigot for Santa Rosa after last Octo- 
ber’s wildfires, it is not inconceivable 
that to placate “the base,” our capri- 
cious and miserly president might drag 
his feet over assisting California in the 
event of a major disaster. We know how 
widely loathed this state is on 4chan, 
and the current administration is often 
little more than a 4chan thread made 
flesh. Watching Los Angeles descend 
into food riots would be the ultimate 
in owning the libs. In the end, it’s not 
so much a crisis as the ineffectual 
response to that crisis that generates 
despair. The realization that no help is 
coming causes us to lose faith in the en- 
tire enterprise. It’s the calculus of it all. 

This sounds like yet another in a 
long string of dystopian fantasias, 
political torture-porn like the Hand- 
maid's Tale scenes set in Toronto's 
“Little America.” And misfortune is 
always ghoulishly popular as long as 
we macro-dose on it. No one wants to 
see their house burn down; everyone 
wants to see the wave destroy the 
Golden Gate Bridge or the aliens an- 
nihilate the White House. It’s unlikely 
that tariffs on badger hair, turnips, and 
lawn mower parts will unravel the fab- 
ric of space-time, but a country whose 
president pledges fealty to a foreign 
autocrat is a grievously sick country. 
Sooner or later, like the fault lines deep 
under our feet, the current prosperity 
will buckle and the United States may 
face a test of its endurance like never 
before.

For most people, a junk drawer 
is like an Island of Misfit Utensils, but for 
artist Jason Mecier, almost every 
drawer is a junk drawer. His studio in 
the front room of his house in the Mis- 
sion is full of drawers and boxes, many 
of them full of detritus and organized 
by color. 

“These are all my bins,” he 
says. Purple things, blue things, silver, 
I have everything sectioned off.” 

A big box on the floor is full of 
candy, one of his favored media, and 
under the table he works on are boxes 
from celebrities who sent him their 
junk. 

“Mostly it’s Phyllis Diller,” he says. 
“Every week, she would just mail me 
stuff. I have one of her wigs, one of her 
paintings. I traded her my first por- 
trait of her and she gave me that one.” 

He points to a strangely propor- 
tioned depiction of a woman wearing a 
necklace strung with martini olive. 

“It’s the ugliest painting in her 
whole house,” he says. “It’s called 
Harry’s Hick Hooker. It’s literally the 
ugliest. I was thrilled! I was like: ‘I get 
to have that one?!” 

Mecier assembles portraits out of

and-art-show at La Luz de

Mecier certainly doesn’t think he 
makes ugly art — although to call it 
classically beautiful in some Aristote- 
lian sense feels off somehow, too. And 
his remixes of iconic celebrity images 
— Pamela Anderson with blonde hair 
made of candy boxes, a mashup of 
rainbow-suspenders-wearing Robin 
Williams with Mrs. Doubtfire hair, 
mostly built from Mike & Ikes — have 
now been collected in a coffee-table 
book. 

Pop Trash: The Amazing Art of 
Jason Mecier (Chronicle Books) is a 
not-quite-comprehensive compendium 
of his large-scale pieces, some of which 
take more than an entire workweek to 
put together, including an hour at the 
end to scrub off glue-gun filaments 
with a toothbrush. To kick it off, he’s 
got a window display at the Castro 
location of Dog Eared Books and he'll 
be on Mornings on 2 on Thursday, July 
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in the pop canon but now 
less identifiable to the kids 
today. By his own admission, 
Mecier likes “cartoon people” 
or individuals with a huge 
personality. They don’t even 
have to be celebs he’s partic- 
ularly fond of. For instance, 
Chronicle suggested includ- 
ing Harry Styles and Bene- 
dict Cumberbatch to increase 
the book’s appeal in the U.K., and 
Mecier has also been commissioned to 
do a portrait of Clint Eastwood. 

“He’s not my favorite person in the 
world, but he’s super-recognizable,” 
he says. “A built-in image of a rugged 
cowboy. I like things with a built-in 
concept.” 

Anderson, the Baywatch star and 
one-time Playmate of the Month, is 
perfect, although she wasn’t the eas- 
iest. Mecier had to rip off her boobs 
about 10 times — “It’s half the por- 
trait!” — before placing them to his 
satisfaction. 
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He’s had a few mishaps over the 
years, one involving an X-Acto knife 
and a Kate Pierson piece. There have 
been lean times, but right now, his list 
of commissions has enough work to 
last through September — and many 
celebrities own or have otherwise been 
photographed with their likenesses. 
(Snoop Dogg liked the version of him- 
self made out of weed, largely roaches, 
that he had Mecier make a Martha 
Stewart out of pasta that will show up 
on an episode of Martha and Snoop’s 
Potluck Dinner Party.) His goal, Mecier 
says, is to sit down with Andy Cohen. 





Pop Trash is family-friendly, he has- 
tens to add. He doesn’t really do erot- 
ica, although one work showing Rich- 
ard Simmons eating a banana felt a 
little dirty. It’s a craft, what you might 
call an aesthetic of tedium, hot-gluing 
sequins and spraying licorice with 
shellac so that it lasts years longer 
than its shelf life. For the book, Mecier 
borrowed some pieces he hadn’t seen 
in years, and performed minor repair 
jobs here and there. 

“Nancy Sinatra was my first Fill- 
more poster and my friend Gina 
bought it,” he says of one 25-year-old 
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Artwork by Jason Mecier 


piece. “Some bugs ate off the Top 
Ramen and peanuts. I just touched it 
up a tiny bit and I’m surprised it still 
looks that good.” 

Does he ever snack on the candy 
while he’s working? 

“T usually just have one piece” he 
says. After a while, it just starts to 
look like art supplies.”

Poor Boy 
Rated R. Opens Friday at the 
4-Star Theatre. 
In the first few minutes of Robert 
Scott Wildes’ crime drama Poor Boy, 
rodeo clown Blayde (Michael Shannon) 
looks directly into the camera as two 
moons appear in the night sky. A strik- 
ing image — and once used to great 
effect earlier this year, in the The End- 
less — the double moon appears again 
in Poor Boy, but the film doesn’t live up 
to it. Dirtbag brothers Samson (Dov 
Tiefenbach) and Romeo (Lou Taylor 
Pucci) run scams to make ends meet 
in the American Southwest, and their 
latest scheme — the fabled One Last 
Job — involves Samson proposing to 
an American Indian girl so they can ab- 
scond with what Romeo is sure will be 
a substantial dowry. Romeo aims Sam- 
son toward Cynthia (Amy Feguson), a 
white girl who was adopted by an Indi- 
an family, all while detective Deb (Dale 
Dickey) is on the brothers’ trail. Poor 
Boy deserves credit for trying to finda 
new spin on the “dumb guys get in over 
their heads in the crime world” genre, 
but it ultimately spins out of control, 
trying hard to be both an art film anda 
crime film without finding the balance.

Although 
Graizer films many close-ups of Thom- 
as kneading dough, decorating cookies, 
and assembling desserts, he’s as glum 
as the titular chef in another German 
kitchen movie, Mostly Martha (2001). 
Martha’s sister dies in the first few 
minutes of that film, as Oren does in 
The Cakemaker. Both films are studies 
in cooking strategies that help the 
living cope with grief. Martha finds 
contentment with an Italian chef who 
makes a mean spaghetti bolognese. 
Thomas though is so distraught that 
he closes up shop, heads to Israel, and 
tracks down Anat just so he can be 
near Oren’s ghost. What follows is a 
cross-cultural exchange of mourning 
souls and recipes to help them heal.

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Polyester 
Polyamory

San Francisco arrived as a global 
sex mecca back in the 1970s, when poly- 
amory was called “swinging,” marijuana 
was called “grass,” and waterbeds were 
the sexual status symbol. The new book 
Perfect Strangers: A Memoir of the Swing- 
ing ‘70s captures this era in great detail 
through author Dorothy Freed’s first- 
hand accounts of casual sex with more 
than 100 disco-era San Francisco swing- 
ers from 1974-78. 

SF Weekly caught up with Freed, 
now 73, to talk about a book that re- 
calls graphic sex scenes from her early 
30s in explicit detail. 

“It’s primarily a memoir,’ Freed 
says. “In the big orgy scene, there may 
or may not have been 86 people there. 
I didn’t do a head count.” 

But Freed does detail a head count 
of the penises and the men attached 
to them in her conquest memoir, re- 
calling each by name, astrological sign, 
cock shape, and the 
exact technique by 
which she'd fellated 
them. She was ona 
mission. 

“T had sex with 
more than 100 men 
in four years, in an 
attempt to have a 
vaginal orgasm,” 
Freed admits, as the 
product of 1950s-era 
sex education that didn’t prepare her 
for the cock sizes she’d encounter, 
or the sexual workings of her own 
vagina. 

“Only 25 percent of women can 
come from penile thrusting alone,’ she 
says. ‘I was being asked to do some- 
thing that very few women could do 
at all.” 

Freed got up to speed quickly. 

“I became a woman who could 
basically see a man’s cock through his 
clothes. I could see if it was curved, if 
it was small, if it was large,” she says, 
adding, “Fire signs are the largest, as 
a rule.” 

This was a time when San Fran- 
ciscans sought sexual guidance from 
astrology charts, the New Age move- 
ment, and big annual events like 
“Harmony’s Summer Solstice Party in 
the Castro.” 

Many of the book’s details unwind 
at still-familiar locations, like the Cliff 
House, SFMOMA, and Cafe Flore, oth- 
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ers at extinct spots from yesteryear, 
such as SoMA’s only co-ed bathhouse, 
Sutro Baths. 

Good Vibes staff sexologist Dr. 
Carol Queen, who wrote the forward 
to Perfect Strangers, reminisces over 
this early-’70s era when the sexual 
freedoms of the gay freedom and 
LGBT movements spread into straight 
culture. 

“Heterosexuals were getting in 
on free love and the ‘love the one 
you re with’ culture, partly thanks to 
large advances in the technologies of 
contraception,’ Queen tells SF Week- 
ly. “Swinging, sometimes in those 
days known as ‘wife swapping, was 
one lifestyle available to anyone in a 
male-female couple. In fact, the over- 
arching description of the swing com- 
munity became The Lifestyle. That way 
you could discreetly check in about 
whether another couple knew about it 
without having to blurt out, ‘Hey, do 
you swing?’ ” 

Freed’s book remembers all her 
1970s partners — the nylons-under- 
the-pants fetish guy, the one who was 
obsessed with Herbal Fresh douching, 
and the fellow who realized he was a 
light angel after accidentally ingesting 
60 hits of acid. 

This memoir is still a moving, en- 
gaging litany of anecdotes that anyone 
who sleeps around can relate to, like 
hooking up as a single parent, ex- 
plaining your late-night comings and 
goings to your kids, and the uncom- 
fortable workplace 
ramifications of 
being known to have 
an extremely active 
sex life. 

These uncom- 
fortable side effects 
of sexual extra- 
curriculars show 
that the trials and 
tribulations of the 
whole polyamory 
game are really nothing new. Swinging 
grandmas and grandpas went through 
the same things back in their day. But 
this was a different time, when your 
kids might answer your booty calls on 
the rotary phone and the two parties 
would actually have to make small 
talk. 

Perfect Strangers: A Memoir of the 
Swinging ’70s is a fun, sexy, and com- 
pellingly readable romp you can bang 
out in two nights. The cultural details 
of 1970s San Francisco will arouse 
history buffs, and the blow-by-blow 
accounts of orgies make for solid lit- 
erary smut. But what really hits close 
to home is seeing how our fair city 
still had that kinky and corrupting 
influence on new arrivals, even before 
many of us had arrived on this earth.

You'll face no such scrutiny over 
your preferred drinking times at Mis- 
sion Bowling Club, which in addition 
to six lanes dedicated to the only sport 
you can eat and drink while playing 
now has an all-$12, all-Arrested Devel- 
opment cocktail menu. 

Created by S.F. nightlife pro Gil- 
lian Fitzgerald, it’s an excuse for you 
to come out of hiding in your mod- 
el-home attic to socialize or watch your 
dogged attorney Bob Loblaw lob a gut- 
ter bomb. Suddenly, The Big Lebowski 
isn’t the only pop-culture phenomenon 
with a strong bowling theme. Definite-

nana Stand, a mix of Don Q Gold rum, 
lime, creme de banane, and a house- 
made Bluth banana garnish that’s a 
sort of dehydrated chocolatey treat on 
a stick. It’s quite an elaborate process, 


in fact. But then again, it’s one banana. 


How much could it cost? Ten dollars? 

Once slightly lubricated, avoid 
quoting with your hands while you 
drink and move on to an I’ve Madea 
Huge Mistake (Del Maguey Vida mez- 
cal, lime, Amaro Montenegro, agave, 
and black salt) which is as tropical as 
the bar in which Kitty the secretary 
flashes her boobs and orders you to 
“Say goodbye to these!” 

Unlike those greasy burgers you 
unwrapped on the sad orange Formica 
bowling-lane cafeterias of your youth, 
Mission Bowling Club’s kitchen is con-

Go Eat This Now: 
Bun bo Hue at 
Jasmine Garden

With so many great Vietnamese 
restaurants to choose from, it’s easy to 
find your little neighborhood spot and 
never venture outward — but you 
should. Find your pho roll place, your 
five-spice chicken joint, and a spot that 
does the tofu cabbage salad that’s just a 
little better than the rest. Seek out that 
new love affair you can't go more than a 
few days without. 

My latest obsession is a spicy bowl 
of soup in the Duboce Triangle that 
has hooked itself to my heart. At first 
glance, Jasmine Garden always kind 
of looks closed, although a little bell 
rings in the doorway to inform the 
entire restaurant you've arrived. A 
tiny koi pond abuts the host stand and 
a never-ending loop of Vietnamese 
food markets plays on a big-screen TV. 
The atmosphere can be a little quiet 
and strange — but when food is good, 
oddities evolve into character, and this 
food is great. 

It’s imperative to start with a light 
snack. The imperial rolls ($8.50) are 
golden-brown with a delicious filling 
of pork, carrots, garlic, wood ear 
mushrooms, glass noodles, peanuts, 
and water chestnuts. (How they fit all

that in these little glorious tubes is a 
mystery.) Impeccably crispy, they’re 
with the perfect amount of greasy 
succulence. But you're here for some 
soup. 

The Hue Noodle ($10.50), or Bun 
bo Hue, is “the heartier, spicier cous- 
in to pho,” and it doesn’t take more 
than one whiff to realize who’s the 
over-achiever in the family. Its dev- 
ilish red color taunts, “Are you ready 
for this?” Thin slices of raw beef float 
atop a bed of saturated rice noodles, 
slowly cooking in the bubbling broth. 
Garnishes of raw basil, cabbage, lime, 
and jalapefio, served on the side, are 
to be plucked apart and dropped in as 
preferred. Deep flavors of stock and 
lemongrass flutter over the tongue as 
it’s blanketed with fatty oils of beef 
and chili. Using chopsticks, I clasp a 
cluster of noodles, tender beef, and 
crunchy veggies to create the most 
wonderful mouthful of Vietnamese 
flavors. The immense heat and power- 
ful ingredients induce a drunken haze 
of slurping and sipping until the mas- 
sive bowl is completely empty. 

Bun bo Hue is naughty. It beckons 
in the late hours of the night, holds 
my undivided attention, and it has 
pushed my beloved pho to the way- 
side. 

I’m afraid I’ve gone too deep, and 
there is no turning back. So enter at 
your own risk, because there’s no life- 
guard on duty and once you dive into 
this Bun bo Hue, your relationship 
with soup may never be the same.

My Bloody Valentine is back again after a lengthy break — and the band says new music will arrive more frequently 


in the future.

My Bloody Valentine is 


famous for many things. 

Having formed in Ireland 35 
years ago, the band essentially 
created the genre of shoegaze 
— the diffuse blending of at- 
mospheric programming and 
ear-shattering guitar sounds. 
Loveless is a masterpiece gen- 
erally regarded as one of the 
best albums of the 1990s, still 
stunning and surreal nearly 
30 years after its release. Their 
blistering live performances 
combine trippy visuals with an 
immersive aural experience, 
creating a unique assault on all 
the senses. 

But maintaining a prolific 
recording and release schedule? 
Yeah, not so much. 

Loveless took two years to 
make, in large part due to the 
obsessive attention to detail of 
Kevin Shields, the legendary 
guitarist, multi-instrumental- 
ist, and creative engine behind 
My Bloody Valentine. 

The group upped that ante 
by waiting a full 22 years to release 
the next proper follow-up, 2013’s M 
B V, an album so powerful and mov- 
ing — nearly matching the heights 
of its towering predecessor — that 
the two-decade hiatus almost seemed 
worth the wait. 

So, it may come as a surprise that 
Shields is eager to put out a series of 
rapid-fire releases in the coming year, 
belying his longtime reputation as a 
meticulous auteur. Shields says the 
plan is to issue two EPs this year, fol- 
lowed by a “mini-album” in early 2019. 
A cerebral, brainy artisan, Shields is 
trying to avoid overthinking things for 
the upcoming albums. 

“T just want to get stuff out and see 
what happens,” says Shields, whose 
group plays two shows at the Fox The- 
ater on July 20 and 21, their first per- 
formances in the Bay Area in five years. 
“T wanted to work on instinct and not 
worry too much about being conceptu- 
al, because I knew that would probably 
take too long.” 

A four-piece out of Dublin, My 
Bloody Valentine first gained interna- 
tional recognition in 1988, with the 
release of their debut full-length album 
Isn't Anything. A swarming collection of 
dissonant, guitar-based numbers that 
combined jagged industrial sounds 
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My Bloody Valentine 


with celestial melodies, the album 
featured a disarming combination of 
beauty and ugliness that has since 
been imitated ad nauseam. Shields and 
fellow vocalist Bilinda Butcher provid- 
ed the dreampop element to the songs, 
while drummer Colm O Cioséig and 
bassist Debbie Googe comprised the 
abusive rhythm section. 

While Isn’t Anything wowed listen- 
ers, the band truly exploded with the 
release of Loveless, the 1991 album 
that continues to set the standard 
for ambitious indie rock-heads ev- 
erywhere. It is nearly impossible to 
describe the sound of the guitars from 
My Bloody Valentine during the Love- 
less era. Shields used layers upon layers 
of feedback, distortion, and strange 
tunings to create a swirling, disarming 
effect, rendering listeners unable to 
determine where the guitars ended 
and began. Amorphous, ever-changing 
creations, the songs felt dreamlike and 
hazy, evoking the album’s iconic cover 
art: a blurry photo of a guitar awash in 
an eerie sea of red. 

The secret to Shields’ success was 
the use of the tremolo effect — a 
rapid-fire, repeated variation of notes 
that blended them together, giving 
the guitar sound an alien, discomfiting 
emanation. Shields’ dynamic guitar in-

terplay became a source of fascination 
— until the band went on its lengthy, 
uncertain hiatus in the mid-’90s. 
Shields says he was deep into medi- 
tation during that break, often feeling 
like he was “between two worlds.” He 
joined Primal Scream — the Scottish 
electronica-pop group led by Bobby 
Gillespie — as a touring guitarist in 
the late 90s, but he neglected to use 
the tremolo effect that had gained him 
fame. It wasn’t until 2005, when Patti 
Smith approached him about a collab- 
orative live musical project called The 
Coral Sea, did Shields begin to wield 
his instrument in his familiar fashion. 
“T purposely didn’t use a tremolo 
the whole time I was with Primal 
Scream because it’s something that re- 
ally depends on me being fully in con- 
trol,” Shields says. “And then, literally a 
day before I did the Patti Smith thing, I 
recorded live and I just started playing 
guitar the way I used to play it, and it 
was an amazing feeling. Really, Patti 
was the one who kind of kick-started 
me back into doing my own thing.” 
That resurgent feeling helped 
prompt the band once again into ac- 
tive status, as they resumed playing 
live in 2008 and began work on the 
long-gestating follow-up to Loveless. 
Despite the decades-long break, the 


diffuse lives of the band members 
and a changing musical landscape, 
Shields says he had no doubt that 
My Bloody Valentine would return 
to the fore. 

“T always had about four or 
five tunes in my head that I had 
to make for another My Bloody 
Valentine record,” Shields says. “I 
was just singing them all the time 
— walking down the street, wher- 
ever. Around 2006, when I was re- 
mastering a bunch of our old mu- 
sic, we all kind of found ourselves 
sitting together in a pub by a weird 
coincidence. That’s when things 
really started to get moving. But I 
always knew we were going to play 
together again.” 

Although the band is once 
more coming off a lengthy hiatus 
— it has been five years since they 
last performed live — fans can 
expect the same overwhelmingly 
loud renditions that have become 
a hallmark of My Bloody Valentine 
— particularly in America. 

“T really enjoy touring The 
States,” says Shields. “Unlike 
Europe and Japan, there are no 
sound restrictions.” 

Shields says the band now has 
around 10 new songs, which will be 
split up between the upcoming EPs 
and the next album, which could turn 
out to be an EP as well. He says the 
band will play as many as four of the 
new songs live (one of them already 
debuted during a performance at Rob- 
ert Smith’s Meltdown Festival in Lon- 
don in June). Shields says the first EP 
will likely be comprised of “warmer” 
and “nice and slow” songs, while the 
follow-up will contain “heavier” and 
“more messed and crazier” tracks. 

Either way, he vows to put out mu- 
sic soon — knowing that the band has 
a history of delaying gratification for 
its enraptured audience. 

“I want to be immediate,” Shields 
says. We will be playing songs live in 
America that we haven't even record- 
ed before, which is a huge departure. 

I don’t know why — but I have this 
strong feeling of urgency — like these 
songs need to be heard now.”

While many rock bands attempted to fill the grunge-void Nirvana left behind, 
Toad the Wet Sprocket was on the other end of the alt-rock spectrum, produc- 
ing a string of delicately crafted melodic-folk albums that would come to define 
an era that continues to inspire other artists today. The band formed more 
than 30 years ago when four high school friends in Santa Barbara came to- 
gether, including vocalist and guitarist Glen Phillips (only 15 at the time). Af- 
ter becoming a mainstay in their local music scene and self-releasing their 
debut album Bread & Circus in 1989, the quartet broke through to the main- 
stream with their platinum third studio album Fear, which included hit singles 
like “All T Want” and “Walk on the Ocean,” both of which are still in frequent ro- 
tation on alt-rock radio. The group went on to release two more albums during 
the decade, Dulcinea and Coil, and while each had its share of hits and acclaim, 
neither matched the heights of Fear, and the four musicians called it quits in 
1998. After brief reunions and flirting with the idea of recording together, 
Toad the Wet Sprocket officially reformed in 2006, re-recording their older 
songs due to licensing issues with their discography. Through an enthusiastic 
crowdfunding campaign, the group released New Constellation in 2013, their 
first album in 16 years, to critical acclaim, and displayed a wiser, more optimis- 
tic version of the group. Tim Casagrande

Since her initial venture in the recording studio a decade ago, La Fleur knew 
her life as a pharmacist was over, as her passion for dance music would take her 
on a path that would eventually lead to her becoming one of Sweden’s top un- 
derground dance exports.

I’m a 20-year-old submissive woman. I’m current- 
ly in a confusing affair with a 50-year-old dominant 
married man. He lives in Europe and has two kids 
close to my age. We met online when I was 17 and 
starting to explore my BDSM desires—out of the 
reach of my overbearing, sex-shaming, disastrously 
religious parents—and we ve been texting daily ever 
since. We’ve since met in different countries and 
spent a total of three weeks together. Those weeks 
were amazing, both sexually and emotionally, and he 
says he loves me. (Some will assume, because of the 
age difference, that he “groomed” me. He did not.) I 
date vanilla boys my age, with his full support, while 
we continue to text daily. I don’t know what to do. I 
don’t want to blow up his family if (or when) our af- 
fair is discovered. But at the same time, our relation- 
ship has really helped me navigate my kinks and my 
sexuality. Expecting him to leave his wife for me is 
a highly unrealistic cliché, I am aware. Yet I fear I’ve 
become dependent on his conversation and advice. 
I’m graduating soon and have a big job lined up in a 
big city. I'll finally be financially independent, and Id 
like to start making the right choices. Any perspective 
you have would be much appreciated. 

Things Must Improve 


He is not going to leave his wife for you, and 
you shouldn't assume his wife is going to leave 
him if (or when) this affair is discovered (or ex- 
posed). Divorce may be the default setting in the 
United States in the wake of an affair, TMI, but 
Europeans take a much more, well, European atti- 
tude toward infidelity. Definitely not cricket, not 
necessarily fatal. 

And you don't need him to leave his wife for 
you, TMI. Okay, okay—you’re in love, and the 
three weeks you've managed to spend together 
were amazing. But don’t fall into the trap of 
believing a romantic relationship requires a tidy 
ending; film, television, and literature beat it into 
our heads that romantic relationships end either 
happily at the altar (a la Pride and Prejudice) or 
tragically at the morgue (a la Forensic Files). But 
romantic relationships take many forms, TMI, 
as does romantic success. And this relationship, 
such as it is, this relationship as-is, sounds like an 
ongoing success. 

In other words, TMI, I think you're confused 
about this relationship because there won't be a 
resolution that fits into a familiar mold. But you 
don’t need a resolution: You can continue to text 
with him, and he can continue to provide you 
with his advice and support while you continue 
to date single, available, and kinky men (no more 
vanilla boys!) closer to your own age and/or on 
your own continent. Eventually you'll meet a new 
guy you re crazy about—someone you can see for 
more than one week a year—and you'll feel less 
dependent on and connected to your old flame. 


Living my truth permits others in my fairly con- 
servative circles—Christian family struggling to ac- 
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cept a gay son, colleagues in a traditionally masculine 
field—to accept gay/other/different folks. I identify 
as a bottom, and until recently I thought I had erec- 
tile dysfunction because I would literally go soft at 
the thought of topping another man. I should men- 
tion that I’m black in the Pacific Northwest, so there 
is this odd “BBC” fixation and an expectation from 
many guys that I will top. However, I am usually very 
submissive and drawn to hypermasculine, dominant 
guys. But I recently noticed an attraction to married 
guys—specifically, submissive bottom masculine/ 
muscular married guys who like to wear lingerie. 
I met a few and became this dominant guy who fit 
the stereotype most guys expect when they see me 
online or in person. Now I'm very confused. I tried 
topping recently, because a married guy begged me 
to. He said, “You'll never know if you like it until you 
try it!” Which is the same thing my traditional uncles 
have said to me about women. My life would be so 
much easier if I just married a woman! So this sud- 
den turn from bottom to top is troubling me. I don’t 
think it is possible to turn straight, but I didn’t think 
I was a top until a few weeks ago. So am I capable of 
turning straight? That would validate everything my 
homophobic family members have said. I'm repulsed 
by vaginas but fascinated by boobs. Have you seen/ 
heard of things like this? 

Praying The Straight Away 


If you're a regular reader, PTSA, you've seen 
letters in this space from straight-identified guys 
into cock. Many of these guys have described 
themselves as being fascinated by cock but re- 
pulsed by men; some of these guys seek out sex 
with trans women who've kept their dicks. Your 
thing for hot guys in lingerie and your thing for 
boobs might be the gay flip of this erotic script— 
boobs fascinate you, but you're not into the geni- 
talia most women have. Muscular guys in lingerie 
turn you on—big pecs can fill out a lacy bra just 
as alluringly as big boobs—and it’s possible you 
might enjoy being with a trans woman who got 
boobs but kept her dick. 

All that said, PTSA, discovering after years of 
bottoming that you enjoy topping certain types 
of men—masculine/muscular married guys who 
beg for your dick while wearing lingerie—doesn’t 
mean you're “capable” of turning straight. Going 
from bottom to versatile isn’t the same thing as 
going from men to women. And being fascinated 
by a body part that typically comes attached to 
people, i.e., women, who fall outside your usual 
“erotic target interest,” as the sex researchers say, 
isn’t a sign that your uncles were right all along.
